In his matchless speech on the cur- 
rency question in Lonisville Fridsy 
night, which was listened to by as fine 
an aud'ence as ever gathered, Secretary 
John G. Carlisle thus eloquently defined 
democracy: "The democratic party is, 
and always has been, the great conserva- 
tive force in thia country, and during 
its long career it has successfully encoun- 
tered many storms of passion and preju- 
dice, retying always upon the enlighten- 
ed judgment of the people for a final 
▼indication of its conree. It in opposed 
to radicalism and paternalism in all their 
forma, and it resists all encroachments 
upon the rights of person and property, 
whether they result from the exercise of 
arbitrary power npon the part of the 
government or from popular excitement. 
It oppoeee all sectional and class legisla- 
tion, all attempts to favor one part of the 
people, or one part of the country, at 
the expense of another, and it insists at 
•II times and under all circumstances 
that there shall be no governmental in- 
terference with the private affairs of the 
citizen, nor any charge upon his earn- 
ings, except so far as may be absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of public 
order and the maintenance of the public 
service. It believes in the inviolability 
of all contracts, public and private, not 
only as a matter of right and justice, but 
as a necessary guarantee of peace and 
prosperity in every community, and it 
always has believed in the preservation 
of a sound and stable currency for the 
uve of the people in the transaction of 
their business in order that trade and 
commerce may be profitably conducted, 
and that honest labor may be adequately 
rewarded. If these are not essential 
parts of the old-fashioned democratic 
fsitb, I have been mistaken all my life. 
Agrarianism, communism, populism, 
fiatism have no place in the democratic 
creed, and can not be incorporated into 
it. They ail have their origin in the 
same poisonous politicsl atmosphere, and 
in the end they would all produce the 
name fatal results upon the republican 
institutions under which we live. They 
•re not indigenous to onr soil; they are 
the products of monarchical and arbi- 
trary systems of government, and have 
been imported from the centers of meta- 
physical and impractical politics in Con- 
tinental Enrope. A free and prosperous 
country can never be the permanent

Visitors w ho are taken into the work- 
ing Motions an* subjected to cheer arm- 
tiny than they would relish if it was 
susjiected. These six ynnng women are 
model guides. They are not ap|Miinted 
just to positions as guides. They have 
passed civil service examinations and 
been appointed to actual labor in the 
luechuniral divisions. 

The first guides are those who have 
worked in the greatest number of dif- 
ferent divisions, so that they are able to 
impart information Isvanso they under 
stand precisely what operations are be- 
ing carriisl on and can answer questions 
intelligently. 

Once years ugo men were employed 
for guidi-s, hut man's work costs men 
than woman’s labor, and so some bril- 
liant ciiief determined to try girls. It is 
utterly imi»«*ihlo to allow ordinary 
guides such as arc adiuitt«<d in other de- 
partments to be about among thu work 
going on. It must necessarily be some 
retqtousible employee, and uot only does 
tho bureau pride itself on its detailed 
corps of young ladies, but visitors in- 
variably exclaim: "Oh, she's a girl 
guide. I'm so glad. I'm tired of man.” 
‘‘It’s uot hard work physically, only 
we do wish sometimes that people would 
ask new questions," said one. “Every- 
body asks just the same questions. We 
always kuow beforehand what to ex- 
pect. ” 

' ' Do you ever give visitors souvenirs?” 
The six looked at each other merrily. 
“There, that's one of the usual ques- 
tions. Give them souvenirs I It would he 
more than our he-uds ore worth to try it. 
Why, every scrap of paja-r here has to be 
accounted for, even those that are spill- 
ed. Everybody wonts a souvenir, some

one side engraved, or some other trifle.

“You know, of course, that Jhere j 
ain’t any better bait for trout along 
late in the season than grasshoppers. 
Our Sinnemahone grasshoppers know 
that well, aud I want to toll you that 
It’s a hard matter to run one down and 
catch him wheu you want to go fish- 
ing. Hut I used to manage, by various 
slick bits of strategy, to get enough to 
fish with, but it was hard work, and so 
I was delighted one day, being over to 
the county seat, to sec in a store an ; 
artificial grasshopper, with a hook 
concealed alvout it- The grasshopper 
was as natural as life,, and I saw at 
once that there wasn't any use of my 
pitting myself any longer against our 
smart Sinnemahone grasshoppers to 
get bait, when I could use the artificial 
grasshopper to fool the trout with, and 
1 bought it. It worked to a charm. I 
think the trout went for it better than 
they did for the real thiug, for 1 have 
an idea that they knew how smart our 
Sinnemahone grasshoppers were, and 
were kind o' fraid of 'em. I used that 
imitation grasshopper with great suc- 
cess. 

“I had a tame trout In a spring near 
my house. It had been in the spring a 
year. It was a big one. I had caught 
it one day on a Sinnemahone grass- 
hopper, and as the hook hadn't hurt it 
much I put it in a pail of water and got 
It home alive and active. I put it in 
the spring and it lived and thrived. A 
funny thing was that the grasshopper 
I caught the trout with wasn't killed 
by the trout nor by the hook. Being 
through fishing, I took the grasshopper 
off the hook and tossed it on the 
ground. It moved away, but was 
minus one leg. It* eyes were just as 
bright as ever, though, and as 1 re- 
member it now, it kind o' shook its 
head and looked volumes as it limped 
away, beaded straight for mj' place. 1 
don’t know where that crippled grass- 
hopper wintered, but when warm 
weather came next year I give yon my 
word that grasshopper was the first I 
saw on my place. It was perched on a 
saw horse in my back yard. I recog- 
nized it at once, and it seemed to rec- 
ognize me, for it shook its bead and 
had u queer look in its eye as ft limped 
on one leg along the saw horse, tum- 
bled off and stumped away. 

“ 'As long as I’ve got a place,’ said I, 
‘that grasshopper has a claim on it, and 
anyone that hurts that grasshopper 
must settle with me!* 

“Well, sir, that grasshopper huug 
around the place, aud hobbled about 
iu a melancholy sort of way, but al- 
ways with that queer look in its eyes. 
Every time it met me it settled down 
and shook its head, spit tobacco juice, 
us grasshoppers will, and stumped ou 
its way. 1 know now that that grass- 
hopper had vengeance on its mind, and 
was only biding its time. 

“This was the season 1 got the 
artificial grasspopper. I frequently 
saw the crippled real one sitting on 
the fiat stone over the spring where 
my pet trout was, glaring down at the 
trout and shaking its head in a start- 
ling way. The grasshopper remem- 
bered that this was the trout that had 
crippled it, and it went to the spring 
to glare at the trout ami show its hate. 

I used to tremble for It, for my trout 
just doted on grasshoppers, and I was 
fearful last this poor crippled one 
might tumble in the spring and thus 
give up the rest of itself to the foe that 
had bereft it of its leg. 

“One day I had been fishing with my 
artificial grasshopper. I came in, took 
the leader oil my line, with the imita- 
tion grasshopper on it, and laid it on 
the back stoop, being called away for 
something or other. When I went to 
get the leader ten or fifteen minutes 
later it was gone. I ipokerl around, 
but couldn't find it. Some time after- 
ward I started for the spring to get a 
pail of wuter, and as I drew near I saw 
the crippled grasshopper dragging 
itself up on the fiat stone that covered, 
or half covered, the spring. I stopped, 
aud then saw that the grasshopper 
was dragging something up along 
with it. I started when I saw that it 
was :ny missing leader. My first im- 
pulse was to go and recover my prop- 
erty, but on second thought I didn't. 

“ ‘This unfortunate grasshopper,’ I 
reasoned, 'has some purpose in view. 
Let us see what it may be.' 

“I soon saw. Growing near the fiat 
stone over the spring was a currant 
biiali. With great deliberation the 
crippled grasshopper took one end of 
my leader in its mouth and hobbled 
round and round the bush, winding, as

“Once my futher had a pet blowing 
adder and a blacksnake that he wanted 
to be a pet, but which had a feeling 
against being one, and just wouldn't. 
It didn't dare to rebel altogether, 
though, and learned the tricks my 
father taught it, aud did them, but 
kicked like a steer all the time. The 
blowing adder, on the other hand, was 
fonder of the old man than a cat of 
her kittens, and never loat a chance tp 
show it. One of the tricks my father 
taught the rebellious blacksnake was 
to take a match in ita mouth, roach 
back and scratch the match on ita a^nly 
side, and then rise up on ita tail and 
light father’s pipe as he held it in his 
mouth. It was a neat trick, and used 
to please father next to knowing that 
the little jug with the corncob stopper 
in it wasn't empty. 

“Whenever father went to his cabin 
In the woods for a hunt he always took 
Jebosaphat and lTudence with him for 
company. Jebosaphat was the black- 
snake and Prudence was the blowing 
adder. Once, while out on one of these 
trips, father was taken sick with rheu- 
matism in his cabin, and lay on his 
bed of straw, unable to move hand or 
foot. Jehosaphat cheered up and 
got chipper at once. lie tumbled all 
over himself, father used to say, be 
felt so good. And he felt more than 
that. He had murder in his heart. 
While fattier lay there helpless the 
wicked snake took a match in his 
mouth, glared like a fiend in father's 
face for a moment, struck the match 
on his side, just the way the old man 
had taught him, and then deliberately 
set fire to the straw on which my father 
lay helpless. With one more fiendish 
glare at my father Jehosaphat fled 
from the cabin. 

“Imagine my father's feelings lying 
there unable to move, and that fire 
creeping slowly toward him! lie saw 
from a horrible death.
